GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE 

CALLED SESSION, 1801. 



Oentlfnen of the Senate and 

House of lieprarntativet : 
When in Mnrch Inst the Legislature ad- 
journed, and with kind remembrances of 
the winter's association you separnled for 
jour respective homes, I did not apprehend 
that alarming complication ol'our federative 
system which has rendered imperative upon 
me your convocation in extraordinary see- 
sioD. The Republic seemed then launched 
upon acareerof limitless national prosperity, 
while its citizens enjoyed an aggregate of 
domestic and socio] happiness unequalled in 
the condition of any other people. Covering 
twenty-three decrees of latitude, and sixt) 
decrees of longitude, our territory was nearly 
eu,ual to that of all Europe, and embraced a 
soil of unsurpassed fertility, adapted by every 
pleanio^ variety of climate to all the pro- 
ducts of the earth. Our commerce, sustain- 
ed Ly an extended system of internul im- 
provements reaching, through the medin of 
turnpikes, railroads, canals, rivers and in 
land seas, to the very heart o( every section 
of the country, and finding its outlets upon 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and upon 
the Quit' of Mexico, may be said to have 
commanded the markets of the world. The 
keels of our steamers plowed every ocean, 
and the seas and navigable streams of the 
most remote regions were whitened by the 
sails of our merchant vessels. Our people, 
numbering thirty millions of freemen of all 
nations and races, and realizing as the fruits 
of their industry, *'2,i.K)0,000,0LH) in annual 
productions; by their great and thriving 
cities; by their magnificentcburches.school- 
houses, colleges and charitable institutions; 
by their progres* in agriculture and manu- 
factures; by their advance in the arts 
and sciences, gave unmistakable evidence of 
*» degree of internal prosperity not reached 
by the same number of people under any- 
other form of government. In view of these 
great ble-sihgs and encouraging signs, the 
glorious results of less than a century's 
gro«rf) of the Republic, I had fondly hoped 
tbi^nion of the States would be perpetual, 
0&nd did not doubt that the next cycle of fifty 
yea's would more than realize the poet's 
wildest dream 

With a heavy heart I turn locontemplate 
the present condition of our once happy 
country. .'At the very time when every in- 
dustrial pursuit was yielding its highest re- 
muneration, we hnve witnessed a stagnation 
in trade. The earth has responded with an 
abundant harvest to the enlightened culti- 
vation of the agriculturists; but while the 
crop awaits transportation to market, com- 
merce is paralyzed, and the law* of exchange 
disordered. The business of thecountry was 
never in a more healthy condition, nor our 
people in the main more prosperous; yet 
credit is destroyed, confidence lost, and finan- 
cial ruin imminent. These phenomena can 
only find their explanation in the troubled 
condition of our political attain. We, the 
people of the United States, are no loDger 
one people, united and friendly. The ties of 
fraternal loveand concord, which once bound 
us together, are sundered. Though the 
Union of the States may, by the abstract 
reasoning of a class, be construed still to ex- 
ist, it is really and practically, to an extent, 
at least, latally impaired. The confederacy 
is rapidly resolving into its original integral 
parts, and its late loyal members arc intent 
upon contracting wholly new relations. 
Keluctant as we may be to realize the dread 
calamity, the great Fact of Revoi ction 
stares us in the lace, demands recognition, and 
will not be theorized away. Nor is the worst 
yet told. We are not yet encouraged to hope 
that this revolution will be bloodless. A 
collision of arms has even now occurred be- 
tween the Federal Government anil the au- 
thorities of a late member of the Union, and 
the issue threatens to involve the whole 
country in fratricidal war. It is under these 
circumstances ot peculiar gloom that you 
have been summoned. To your trust uiust 
now be committed, in great measure, the 
destinies of our beloved State, and upon you 
devolves the solemn responsibility of so 
wielding the accorded inducuce of Kentucky 
in this momentous crisis, as shall couserve 
the honor and happiness of our people and 
promote the. good of all. 1 cau only beseech 
you, by all you hold dear in this sad hour 
of our country's peril, to cast aside old party 
affiliations, and, looking facts full in the 
face as they actually exist, to address your- 
selves earnestly to the great work before you. 

Our present unfortunate political compli- 
cations are the legitimate scions of underly- 
ing causes against which all the jjreat con- 
servative statesmen of the age have solemnly 
warned their countrymen. A political or- 
ganization based upon the one idea ot hos- 
tility to the institution of African slavery, 
and embodying as one of its material ele- 
ments of strength, an intolerant sectional 
fanaticism, has been for years steadily gath- 
ering power in the nou-slaveholding States, 
and has at lust exhibited national ascend- 
ancy in the election of Abraham Lincoln, 
its faithful exponent, to the Presidency ol 
the United States It is true that triumph 
was reached through all the forms of law, 
but it was effected by the agency of purely- 
sectional votes, and rests upon sectional ani- 
mosity. By virtue of that election, the Fed- 
eral I ioverninent will be committed to the 
control of the Republican party, and admin- 
isters! upon a platform of principles des- 
tructive to our rightful equality as States 
and citizens, and fatal to the stability and 
security of our whole social organization. 

Receiving the verdict pronounced on the 
6th of November lust as the deliberate ex- 
pression of the sentiments of the citizens of 
the North, and as indicative of the settled 
purpose of the dominant party to administer 
the Government detrimentally to their vital 
interests, the people of several southern 
States, immediately upon its announcement, 
initiated movements looking to the speedy sev- 
erance of their relations with the other Slates, 
and with the General Government. These 
movements progressed with startling rapidity, 
and were sustained by such unanimity of 
leeling in the several States as rendered all 
resistance idle and useles. Meantime patri- 
otic efforts have not been wanting to effect 
an adjustment of the difficulties and restore 
the former friendly relation of the States ; 
but I regret to say, to this hour with little 
hope of success. 

My humble endeavor? have been earnestly- 
addressed to the work of bringing about a 
convention of the slaveholding States, be- 
lieving that their united voice in demanding 
just and reasonable guarantees against the 
future invasion of their constitutional rights 
by the dominant power would achieve the 
object and reunite the States. Had such a 
movement been early initiated in the border 
States, I am assured it would have been 
favorably responded to by the whole South, 
in which event I firmly believe our embar- 
rassment" would ere this have presented fair 
prospect of adjustment. But the proposition 



met with limited favur bora, was violently 
assailed, and the time passed. It is now too 
late. The revolution has progressed beyond 
that point. 

Soon after the election of Mr. Lincoln, in 
order to place Kentucky, as tar as I could, 
in her true position, and in answer to con- 
tinued inquiries for my views, I addressed 
a letter to the editor of the Kentucky Yeo- 
man, which is herewith transmitted to you 
as embodying a more elaborate expression ol 
my opinions 

On the 9th of December last, believing 
there was still a hope of bringing about unit- 
ed action on the part of the slaveholding 
States, I addressed a letter to the Governors 
of the southern States, urging a conference 
with n view to an adjustment on the basis 
therein presented. That paper is herewith 
submitted to your consideration. 

On the 27th of December the Hon. S. F. 
Hale, a commissioner from the State of Ala- 
bama, called upon me at the seat of Govern- 
ment and communicated to me in writing 
the purposed' his commission. I responded 
in writing, again urging the Importance of 
conference by the slaveholding Stales, and 
still clinging' to the hope that such action 
would elicit a patriotic response from the 
northern people, if not from the Representa- 
tive men of that section. That correspond- 
ence is also now transmitted to you. 

A commissioner from the State of Miss- 
issippi, Hon Mr. Featherstone, also called 
upon me in December, on a similar mission. 
I gave him verbally the same response. 

In Congress the effortsof the friends ol" the 
Union have not been more successful. Va- 
rious propositions for adjustment have been 
made, and measures without number submit- 
ted to the Republican members for their ap- 
probation, as alternatives of a disruption of 
the Government. But a radical difference of 
principle was found to be an insurmountable 
obstacle to every proposed scheme. The re- 
cognition by the government of property in 
slaves, its inviolability in the States, and 
protection in the territories, constituted the 
basis of the demands of the South. The 
Republicans maintain towards this principle 
an unyielding opposition. And herein lies 
the great impediment to all compromise. 
Parties resting upon principles so directly 
antagonistic cannot, without material con- 
cession, unite upou auy measure involving 
the subject of difference. 

Among other propositions of compromise 
offered, 1 beg to call your attention to the 
constitutional amendments proposed by our 
own distinguished Senator, the Hon. John 
J. Crittenden, and ask for them an expression 
of your approbation. While they do not se- 
cure to the slave States the full measure of 
their constitutional equality, I should be 
willing, in view of their practical value, 
to accept them rather than dissolution. 
Certainly these guarantees, asked by the 
resolutions of Mr. Crittenden, are the least 
security the South can with safety ac- 
cept; and their distinguished author estimat- 
ed aright the sentiment of our people when 
he expressed the opinion that Kentucky 
would not be content with less. But I regret 
to say that even these fair, ju3t, and mod- 
crate demands have been steriily rejected by 
the dominant party. Insenible to the dire- 
ful calamity impending over us. crazed by- 
power or blinded by fanaticism, therepresent- 
ative men of the Republican party, leaders 
whose wotdscontrol the opinions of millions 
of misguided disciples, voted in a body against 
every proposition embodied in the amend- 
ments moved by Mr. Crittenden. They 
have gone even further. They announce 
in the halls of Congreas and through the 
press, in public places and in private 
circles, that they have no compromise to 
make, no concession to offer, and no assur 
ances to give other than that the Federal 
Government will be administered by Mr. 
Lincoln in accordance with the principles of 
the Republican (Chicago) platform. 

Thus linn in position, obstinate in spirit, 
nnd sullen in temper, the Republicans have 
thwarted every scheme devised to restrain 
the seceding States. Instead of retarding, 
their unsuccessful effort* ut adjustment have 
rather precipitated disunion. The secession 
feeling has gathered strength every day,. ex- 
tended throughout the cotton and sugar- 
growing States, and is now encroaching upon 
those nearer the confines of the uon-slave- 
holding sections. On the 20th of December, 
South Carolina, by the unanimous vote of u 
Convention of Delegated fresh from the peo- 
ple, passed an ordinance of eecessiou, sever- 
ing her relations with the United Slates, and 
resuming her origiual sovereignty. On the 
day of January, the Slate of Mississip- 
pi, by a vote of her people approaching unan- 
imity, assumed a like position among ths 
nations of the world. Alabama and Florida, 
a few days after, announced to the world sim- 
ilar action Georgia, Louisiana, Arkansas, 
and Texas hav e unmistakably indicated their 
purpose to nwuran like independence. 

Itnowhcems inevitable, that before your 
deliberations will probably close, eight States 
will have withdrawn from the confederacy, 
and most probably will be in consultation 
touching the organization of a new Federa- 
tive Government. It cannot be successfully 
responded in refutation of this presentation 
of facts, that the secession ordinances are 
nullities. I have no disposition at such a 
time to indulge a discussion touching the ab- 
stract questions which might be raised. We 
have to deal with facts as actually existing, 
and have no use for hair-splitting theories. 
1 assume, thai in a very few- days eight States 
will have declared their sovereign independ- 
ence, and that, to that extent at least, our 
Union will have ceased to exist, inasmuch as 
no power on earth can coercetheir unwilling 
allegiance to the Federal Government. In 
that contingency, now so imminent as to be 
almost a certainty upon which you may safe- 
ly project your action, what attitude shall 
Kentucky assume, and by virtue of what 
authority shall her external relations be 
hereafter determined ? 

Kentucky will not submit to the degrada- 
tion of inequality in the Union. Conscious 
ot the will and ability of her citizens to 
maintain their honor, their rights, and free- 
dom, she will protect them in the Union or 
out of it. Kentucky has to this hour borne 
herself with the dignity, the forbearance, 
and the moderation becoming her historic 
character. She has borne much, and will 
bear much for the cause of the Union. But 
in my opinion the people of Kentucky will 
never consent to remain in this confederacy, 
now abandoned by a large portion ot the 
slaveholding members, with no guarantees 
of protection from the anti-slavery power 
now dominant. Kentucky will not and 
ought not to submit to the principles and 
policy avowed by the Republican party, but 
will resist, and resist to the death, if neces- 
sary. 

But I recall the suggestive inquiry just 
put. In view %>f the partial disruption of 
the Union, the secession of eight or ten 
States, the establishment of a Southern Con- 
federated Republic, and the administration 
of this Government upon the principles of 
the Chicago platibrm — a condition of our 
country most likely near at hand — what at- 
titude will Kentucky hold, and by virtue of 
what authoritv shall her external relations 



bi determined? Herein are involved irwnM 
oi" momentous consequence to the people. It 
is of vital importance to our own safety and 
domestic peace that these questions be] 
solved in accordance with the will of the 1 
majority of our people. How have our 1 
neighboring States prepared to meet this 
emergency? Tennessee has, through the 
action of her Legislature, referred the whole 
subject to her people, to be passed upon in ; 
their sovereign capacity. Virginia and ; 
North Carolina are discussing the propriety! 
of a similar course, and will most probably | 
authorize the people, through sovereignty! 
conventions, to dispose of questions so deep- 
ly and vitally concerning their interests, i 
Missouri seems likely to adopt a similar | 
policy These Stales wisely recognize t he j 
fact that the country is in a state of revolu- 
tion, and it seems to ine there is an eminent 
propriety, at such a time, in a direct appeal I 
to the people. The ordinary departments of • 
the Government are vested with no power to I 
conduct the State through such a revolution. | 
Any attempt by either of these departments 
to change our present external relations, 
would involve a usurpation of power, and 1 
might not command that confidence and se- 
cure the unanimity so essential to our inter- 
nal safety. Thus encompassed by embar- 
rassment, complication, and doubt, assailed 
by a diversity of counsels, and encountering 
much variety of opinion, it seems to me that 
the wisest, as certainly the safest mode of 
meeting the extraordinary emergency, is to 
adopt the course pursued by our neighbor- 
ing States, and refer these great questions to 
the arbitrament of the people, whose happi- 
ness and destinies they so deeply affect. We 
should in this mode secure unity among 
ourselves, and attract the cordial loyalty of 
all our citizens to Kentucky wherever she 
may cast her lot. I therefore submit to 
your consideration the propriety of provid- 
ing for the election of delegates to a conven- 
tion, to be assembled at an early day to 
whom shall be referred, for full and final 
determination, the future Federal and inter- 
state relations of Kentucky. 

Meantime I would leave no expedient un- 
tried which promises, however faintly, the 
restoration of fraternal relations between 
the States, and offers even remote hope of 
again reuniting the members and rescuing 
the Union from its present peril. We seem 
to be drilling in a gale upon the rocks of 
disunion. Let us make one more, one 
united, one last effort to save the old ship 
Although she has never encountered such a 
tempest, she has weathered many fearful 
storms. Anchor after anchor has been 
throw n out to save her, but she still drills 
before the swelling waves upon the fearful 
breakers — hull and cabin and deck are 
creaking nnd cracking, and every joint and 
bolt and timber is strained to its utmost ten- 
sion. There should be no divided counsels 
now. Let us throw overboard former jeal- 
ousies, past party affiliations, passions, and 
personal ambition. Let us make one more 
effort to save her all together; and if she is 
lost, let us cling to the noble wreck, and re- 
construct the vessel from the staunch old 
timbers of the Constitution. There is hope 
that an adjustment, honorable to all, may- 
be effected through the action of the bor- 
der slave States, including Tennessee and 
North Carolina. Their approval of the 
amendments to the constitution proposed by 
Senator Crittenden, with security lor their 
future observance, presented to Congress, to 
the free States in legislative session, and to 
the people if practicable, as an ultimatum., 
may yet secure the guarantees we require, 
and possibly in the end bring back all the 
States in one Union. To this last effort a 
convention of these States is necessary. 1 
would, therefore, recommend to you the 
adoption of resolutions inviting a confer- 
ence of these States, and of such others as 
may choose to co-operate, at Baltimore, for 
an early day in February. It will then de- 
volve upon you to provide for the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners to represent Ken- 
tucky. The conjoint declaration of these 
States aguin.st coercion might do much to 
uvert impending war. Their united co-oper- 
ation in any event, would materially pro- 
mote their future safety and peace. 

The relations of the Federal Government 
with the seceding States have occasioned the 
most anxious solicitude with those who have 
at heart the peace and tranquility of the 
country. I had hoped thai when the seces- 
sion movement or the revolution bad as- 
sumed its present aspect, when four sover- 
eign States, by the almost unanimous vote 
of their people, had announced their pur- 
pose to close their past federal relations, and 
likely soon to be joined by four others, there 
would be found none so mad, none so blind 
to the dire results, as to advise or counte- 
nance the employment of militnry force in 
futile resistance to their action. Such a 
proposition, whether it be called plainly 
coercion and subjugation, or be disguised 
under the specious phrases of "enforcing the 
laws" and "protecting public property, " 
means civil war, and war of the mosl fright- 
ful and abhorrent character. I can but re- 
gard the action of the Federal Government 
in refusing to recognize the /act of secession, 
and its proposed attempt to maintain the 
supremacy of its laws within the borders of 
the seceding States, as a policy more utter- 
ly barren of good result, and more certainly 
fraught with calamity, than any step yet 
taken in the drama This gcvernmenl stands 
upon the consent of the governed; its inter- 
nal strength springs from the voluntary al- 
legiance of the citizens; it is sustained by 
the common affection, the mutual confi- 
dence, and fraternal feelings of the people. 
It cannot be held together by force, and the 
attempt so to snelAin it will not only fail, 
and tail in blood, but will destroy the last 
hope of reconstruction. Kentucky ennnot 
and will not be an indifferent observer of the 
" force policy. " The seceding. States have 
not in their hasty and inconsiderate action 
our approval ; but their cause is our rights, 
and they have our sympathies. The people 
of Kentucky will never stand by with arms 
folded while those States struggling for thoir 
constitutional rights and resisting oppression 
are being subjugated to an anti-slavery Gov- 
ernment. Thousands of cjiir gallant citizens 
would rly to the conflict. Moreover, the 
idea of coercion, when applied to great po- 
litical communities, is revolting to a free 
people, contrary to the spirit of our institu- 
tions, and if successfully prosecuted, would 
endanger the liberties of the people. I can- 
not believe thai these threats of coercion, 
nor these denuncionsof treasons against the j 
people of the South, coming as thev do from 
men who have for years habitually violated 
the Constitution, elicit any sympathy in the 
heads of Kentuckians, no matter what may- 
be their opinions touching the abstract right 
or present policy ot secession. I trust, there- 
fore, you will at once declare by resolution 
the unconditional disapprobation of Ken- 
tucky of the employment of force in any 
form against the seceding States. 

It becomes my duty to call your attention 
to another subject, if possible, affecting more 
nearly the safety of our people, the impor- 
tance which is suggested by the political com- 
plications hereinbefore presented. I allude 
to the subject of our State military organi- 



zation. I have tho gratification to oooiroo- 
nicate to you that, under the admirably 
drawn and well adapted "Militia Law" en- 
acted by you at your regular session in 
March last, an organization of companies, 
battalions, and regiments has been effected, 
than which I can recommend none more re- 
liable and efficient Copies of this law have 
been Fought for by those having in charge 
the military organizations of other States, 
and now ii constitutes the basis of the system 
in more than one State. I was peculiarly 
fortunate in securing the services of Gen. S. 
P.. Buckner, a native Kenluckian, in the re- 
sponsible position of InspectorGeneral. He 
has brought to the position an amount of ex- 
perience, ability, and patriotic labor, to 
which I attribute, in a great measure, the 
present highly encouraging condition of the 
corps. His report, giving full information 
on the subject, will be communicated to you, 
and to it your attention is invited. Our peo- 
ple seem thoroughly aroused to the impor- 
tance of a thorough and effective military 
corps, sufficient for any and all emergencies 
You will readily perceive the necessity of 
extending them all proper aid aud encour- 
agement. 

An appropriation of money for the pur- 
pose of more efficiently arming, equipping, 
uniforming, and providing munitions of war 
for the corps of volunteer soldiers, now con- 
stituting the main defense of our people, 
will be regarded by you as among your tint 
and most imperative duties. No man can 
foresee the issue of our present political 
troubles. It becomes our duty to prepare 
for the worst, and look carefully to the se- 
curity and safely of our citizens. But this 
subject is of such manifest importance as to 
need no argument from me. 1 refer to the 
report of the Inspector General for full in- 
formation touching the condition of our mil- 
itary defenses at this time, and the further 
provision needed. 

Accompanying the message you have a 
statement from the Auditor, showing the fi- 
nancial condition of the State on the 15th 
day of this month. I have caused this ex- 
hibit to. be made, that you may understand 
the necessity of providing for a revenue suf- 
ficient to meet the extraordinary expendi- 
tures likely to become unavoidable. 

While 1 would appreciate your disinclina- 
tion to permit your attention to be diverted 
at this time from the grave subjects already- 
presented, by any matters of ordinary legis- 
lation, I cannot forego the mention to you of 
a calamity which, since your last adjourn- 
ment, has w ithdrawn from a large number 
of unfortunates the munificent provision 

made for them by the State. On the 

day of last the large building 

devoted to thecare of the insane at Hopkins- 
ville was completely destroyed by fire. For- 
tunately the calamity was attended with lit- 
tle loss of life, but the inmates were subject- 
ed to no small discomfort. The report of 
the commissioners, giving full information 
on the subject, w ill, ifl a few days, be sub- 
mitted to you. You will see the necessity of 
rebuilding the asylum and providing for the 
comfort and support of the patients. No 
matter how pressed by the burdens of gov- 
ernment, the people of Kentucky will never 
complain of taxation when levied for the 
support ot the unfortunate insane. 

Since your last adjournment, a controver- 
sy has arisen between this State nnd the 
State of Ohio, touching the rendition of a 
fugitive from the justice of the laws of Ken- 
tncky, escaped into Ohio. Ths questions 
arising in the controversy are novel and in- 
teresting, and of a ciharacter affecting very 
nearly the rights o*' our State, and the se- 
curity of the citizens. The facts will ap- 
pear from the correspondence between the 
Governor of Ohio aud myself, to whieh you 
are referred. On the 23d of December, at my 
direction, a petition was filed in tbeSupreiue 
Court of the United Slates, praying a man- 
damus or a rule to show cause, directed to 
the Governor of Ohio, the argument of 
which, I am advised, will be heard on the 
8th of February. I have employed learned 
nnd competent counsel, who will guard well 
nnd ably the interests of the Stale. An a)»- 

proprintion of $5 will be necessary to 

meet the cost and necessary expense of the 
case. 

Feeling, in this day of our country's trial 
and calamity, the necessity of Divine assis- 
tance, invoking His aid in shaping your de- 
liberations and beseeching his blessing upon 
your efforts to save the country, I will take 
pleasure in co-operating with you in any just 
measures calculated to bring about this re- 
sult B. MAGOFFIN. 



An Incident at Fort Scmptbr. — One of 
the Baltimoreans, who recently returned 
from FortSumpter, details an impressive in- 
cident that took place there on Major An- 
derson taking possession. It is known that 
the American flag, brought away from Fort 
Moultrie, was raised at Sumpter, precisely 
at noon on the 27th ult, but the incidents ol 
that "flag raising" have not been related. 
It was a scene that will be a memorable 
reminiscence in the lives of those who wit- 
nessed it. A short time before noon Major 
Anderson assembled the whole of his little 
force, with the workmen employed on the 
Fort, around the foot of the flag-staff'. The 
national ensign was attached to the cord, 
und Major Anderson, holding the end of the 
lines in his hands, knelt reverently down. 
The officers, soldiers, and men clustered 
around, many of them on their knees, all 
deeply impressed with the solemnity of the 
scene The Chaplain made an earnest prayer 
— such an appeal for support, encourage- 
ment, and mercy as one would make who 
lei t that "man's extremity is God's oppor- 
tunity." As the earnest, solemn words of 
the speaker ceased, and the men responded 
Amen, w ith a fervency that perhaps they 
had never before experienced, Major Ander- 
son drew the "Star Spangled Banner" upto 
the top of the staff, the band broke out with 
the national air of " Hail Columbia," and 
loud and exultant cheers, repeated again and 
again, were given by the officers, soldiers, 
and workmen. "If," said the narrator, 
'' South f'arolina had at that moment at- 
tacked the Fort, there would have beeu no 
hesitation upon the part of any man within 
it about defending that flag." — Baltimore 
A merican.

It will be seen, from reading the measnge 
of Governor Magoffin, thtu he make* the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

1st. A State Convention to meet " at an 
early day." 

2d. Commissioners appointed hy the Leg- 
islature to act for Kentucky in a convention 
of the border slave State*, including Tennes- 
see and North Carolina, and such other 
Stales an chooae to send couiuiissiotiors to 
meet at Baltimore early in February. 

3d. The presentation of Crittenden's com- 
promise, or its equivalent, as an ultimatum. 

4tb. The arming of the State. 

6th. Appropriation to pay the expenses of 
the Lego case. 

Cth. The rebuilding of the Lunatic Asy- 
lum at Hopkinsville. 

Our limited space forbids us referring to 
any of the foregoing recommendations ex- 
cept that which relates to the calling of a 
State Convention. That is the most impor- 
tant o! all of the Governor's recommenda- 
tions, and deserves the maturest considera- 
tion of every citizen and especially of the 
members of the Legislature. 

Observe that his Excellency recommends 
a State Convention '■ to be assembled atari 
early day, to whom shall be referred, for full 
aud final determination, the future Federal 
and inter-State relations ot Kentucky." 
These are words of terrible imp>rt. They 
are full of significance when examined in 
connection with the present condition of the 
country. We must take the liberty, bower, 
er, of saying thut the language employed by 
the Governor, is wanting in that directness 
and candor which should characterize every- 
thing which comes frotn thoee high in au- 
thority. This is the time for decision and 
for action. We should much prefer to have 
the real views of our Chief Magistrate in 
plain Anglo Saxon', but as we cannot be 
gratified iu this, we must resort to deduction- 
Let us endeavor, then, to arrive at the full 
force of the language employed by the Gov- 
ernor 

He recommends that a convention be call- 
ed "at an early day." In view of the action 
of other States, to which tho Governor culls 
the attention of the Legislature, and iu view 
of the openly avowed position of his most 
intimate friends hereabouts, it is evident that 
the message looks to a State Convention to 
be held before the ith of March. To that con- 
vention is to be referred, "for full aud final 
determination, the tuture Federal and inter- 
State relations of Kentucky. " In other 
words — for no other construction of his lan- 
guage is admissible — the Governor desires a 
convention before the 4th of March, which 
shall decide without the sanction of a direct 
«0|f of the people, fully and finally, whether 
Kentucky shall remain iu the Union. 

If we are justified in this interpretation of 
the language (and it means that or nothing), 
we are reluctantly compelled to regard the 
message as another link in the chain of evi- 
dence which haB forced upon our minds the 
unwelcome conviction that the Governor 
of Kentucky is a secessionist, il is unofficial 
acts during the last six months (to which we 
will not here allude), justify aud strengthen 
this belief. Besides, the plan of action pro- 
posed by him for Kentucky is identical 
with that pursued by the disunionists in the 
oottou States — a plau which renders deliber- 
ation impossible, and which plunges us all 
headlong into war and bloodshed. 

The month of February is Dear at hand, 
tuid yet it is gravely proposed that the peo- 
ple ot Kentucky should, upon a few weeks' 
■notice, elect delegates to a Convention which 
is to meet before the 4th of March, and de- 
cide finally our relations to the Federal 
Union! This is precipitation with a ven- 
geance. What proportion of the people 
could ever hear of this matter before the day 
of election? In a large number of thecoun- 
ties, no court days intervene, and fhere is lit- 
tle or no communication among the voters 
at this season of the year. One-third of the 
voters in this State would never hear of the 
election until it was over, and if they did 
hear of it, they would not understand the 
effects and consequences of calling a Conven- 
tion. They will have no time to hear dis- 
cussion or to reflect coolly and calmly the 
result of their actions. ' 

It is no answer to fll this to say the Leg- 
islatures of other southern States have pur- 
sued the policy recommended by the Gov- 
ernor. Those Legislatures were not fresh 
from the people. They were elected before 
the existing crisis. No issues such as those 
now presented arose in their election. 
Above all, the positions of those States was 
far different from that occupied by Ken- 
tucky. She has it in her power to stay the 
wild waves of fanaticism. By a firm and 
decided course on the part of her representa- 
tives the Union may be preserved. Let her 
keep cool. Let her stand still for the pre9 
ent. If she should ever secede it can be 
done ot some future time far better than 
now. Let her by action say to the Ameri- 
can people that she has not yet determined 
to abandon this Union. Let her Legisla- 
ture propose proper amendments to the Con- 
stitutions, and submit them to the people of 
Kentucky and to the several States. In the 
name of all that is dear to our country, let 
not her Representatives by a call of a Con 
vention precipitate revolution. Such action 
would indicate to our gallant allies in the 
North, that we regarded all as lost, and that 
Kentucky was prewired now to decide finally 
whether she would remain in the Union. A 



Stato Contention would be nothing mora nor 
less than a revolutionary body. It could 
decide upon no other question than the con- 
tinuance of Kentucky in tht Union. It 
could originate no amendment to the Feder- 
al Constitution. It would have no constitu- 
tional power to do so. 

Let all bear it in mind, therefore, that a 
State Convention looks alone to steps pre- 
paratory to the secession of Kentucky from 
] the Union before the iih of March, and 
placing herself under a revolutionary pro- 
visional government. Let her Representa- 
tives meet the issue boldly. The people will 
sustain them. Let them exhaust all consti- 
tutional and reasonable expedients to obtain 
a redress of Southern grievances in the 
Union before they turn to the last and final 
resort of breaking up the Union, and inau- 
gurate civil war and anarchy in our midst. 
Like true and brave men, let them meet the 
" Knights of the Golden Circle," and all 
conspirators against our dearest rights, and 
say to tbem, and to all precipitants, that the 
people of Kentucky will not be "dragoon- 
ed" and hurried into revolution. 



The Repcblica.vs Coni rutoey — The dis- 
union papers in tne South are continually 
dinning it into the ears of their readers that 
there is no hope that the Republicans will 
compromise. This is not true. There is a 
disposition on the part of leading Republi- 
cans to surrender the most objectionable 
part of their doctrine for the sake of com- 
promise. The disunion papers purposely 
suppress all evidences of this fact. William 
II. Seward, who is the acknowledged head 
of the Republican organization, in a recent 
speech in the United States Senate, clearly 
indicated a disposition on the part of his 
party to compromise the existing difficulties. 
We regret that our limits will not allow us 
to publish his speech. He says, among 
other things, that there is no "irrepressible 
conflict" between free and slave labor. He 
takes the gtound that the Personal Liberty 
Bills ought to be repealed iu such free Slates 
as have passed them. He says that slavery 
should not be interferred with where it now 
exists. 

Let the South act with moderation. Give 
Mr. Lincoln a chance. If we are to secede 
lei us wait for a real cause, and not run 
away from a shadow, which, at all events, 
precedes the supposed danger some months. 
Secession is the last remedy which should 
be resorted to. We believe in standing up 
to and for the full measure of our constitu- 
tional rights, but we believe thut we ought 
to do this in the Union. Shall we, because 
some of our rights are infracted, surrender 
them all? If the house of a Kentuckiau 
was menaced by robbers, would he rundown 
to South Carolina for the purpose of defend- 
ing it That would be secession. 

Unexpected Condescension. — The Empe- 
ror of South Carolina — poor Pickens — has 
published an edict, admitting all vessels to 
the port of Charleston, excepting only those 
who have an board reinforcements for Fort 
Sumpter. He eveii goes eo» far as to say 
that the trade of other nations is desired bj 
him and his subjects Well, wonders will 
never cease. Who would have thought that 
the nabobs of S. C. would have consented to 
trade with the coasting vessels of New York, 
which, in the days of the Republic, were 
wont to visit Charleston and sell them flour, 
pork and beef? 

There is nothing that will bring a ruun to 
hie senses as quick as an empty stomach. 
Stop a filibuster's rations, and he will stop 
his ranting directly afterwards. Starvation 
will adjust difficulties which have baffled 
the most learned diplomacy. 



"Kentucky must go North or South,'' 
is now the rallying cry of the disunionists 
It U as absurd as most of their arguments. 
It means just this: Kentucky is bound to 
make a fool of herself, and she has no 
chance save in the direction she takes. 

We can tell these howling fanatics that 
Kentucky is not goinj anywhere. Unless 
some of the great disunionists in this Legis- 
lature set her rivers on fire and "drag" her 
off to South Carolina, Kentucky will remain 
in her present latitude, and preserve her in- 
tegrity to the Federal Constitution.

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

IM SENATE. 
Trcrsdat, Jan. 17, 1861. 

This being the day appointed by the Gov- 
ernor in bis proclamation for the convening 
of the Legislatureof Kentucky, at l'io'clock 
the Senate was called to order, by Hon. T. 
P. PORTER, the Speaker. 

Tho Senate was opened with prayer, by 
Rev. B. T. LACY, of the Presbyterian 
Church, in on earnest and devout prayer for 
peace and unity. 

The roll was called, aud all the Senators 
answered to their names, except Messrs. 
lrvan, Jenkins, Johnson, and Roueau. 

Hon. JAMES SIMPSON, who had been 
elected to fill tfie vacancy caused bv the 
death of Hon. JAMES McKEE, erf the 33d 
district, appeared, presented his certificate of 
election, took the oath required by the Con- 
stitution, which was ndminiftered by G. W. 
Owin, Esq., and took his seat 

Mr. BRUNER offered a resolution to ap- 
point a committee to inform the House of 
Representatives that the Senate was organ- 
ized and ready to proceed to business — adopt- 
ed, uud Messrs Brunir, (Jruiidy, and Tay- 
lor were appointed. 

A message was received from the House, 
by Mr. Hitt, announcing the organization of 
the House, and the appointment of a com- 
mittee on the part of the House, to wait on 
the Oovernor and inform him of the organi- 
zation of the Legislature and its readiness 
to receive any communication from him. 

On motion of Mr. GROVER, a committee 
on the part of the Senate was appointed to 
wait on the Governor and inform him of the 
organization of, and the readinesso! ihe.Scu- 
ate to recieve any communication lrom him. 

Messrs. Grovcr, Rhea, and Prall were ap- 
pointed said committee. 

Mr. PENNEBAKEli offered n resolution 
appointing J. W. Pruett, Jr., and Chas. 
Campbell pages for the present called ses 
sion, which whs unanimously adopted. 

The committee appointed to wait on the 
Governor reported thut they had performed 
the duty assigned them, and were requested 
by him to say to the Senate that he would in 
a short time send to the Senate a message 
in writing. 

A mecsage in writing was received from 
the Governor, b_\ the hands of Mr. Thos. B. 
Monroe, Jr., Secretary of Stale. 

The liewace whs read bv the Clerk) and 
may be found in another part of our paper. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved that the usual 
number of copies of the message be printed: 
adopted. 

Mr. FISK, offered a resolution to instruct 
the Committee on Federal Relations, which 
was as follows: 

Retolved, That the Committee on Federal Rela- 
tions be, and hereby are instructed, to inquire 
ioto the expediency of submittiug what is known 
r - the Crittenden amendment* to the Constitute n 
of the United States, to a vote of the qualified 
voters of Kentucky, on the 22d day ol February 
next; aud directing ihe Uoveruor to request the 
Oovarnors of the States ol Dolawaie, Maryland, 
Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Missouri, 
Aikan.as, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Illinois, and Indiana, to causo the saine to 
bo submitted to tho votes of tkcii respective Slates 
on tho same day. Also that the Governor ap- 
point two Commissioners to meet two Commission- 
ers from each of the aforesaid States, isCineinnati, 
in the State of Ohio, on the — day of March next, 
for the purpose of preparing amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States, in order that such 
amendments may be submitted for the adoption 
of all the C cited States, as shall heal the discord 
now existing among them, restore fraternal feel* 
ings, settle and protect the just rights of all the 
people in all the States and Territories, and for- 
ever remove the slavery question Irons tho balls 
of the National Legislature, and that said eom- 
inittec report by bill or otherwise, at their earliest 
convenience. 

On motion the resolution was ordered to be 
printed, and made the order of the day for 
11 o'clock to-morrow. 

Mr. ANDREWS offered the following 
joint resolution, which lies over one day un- 
der the rule: 

..'..-.(..« by the Senate and Uoutt of Repreeent- 
af.ee* •/ (Ac CvmrnonKealth of KuUucky »'/* Cen- 
tral Attrmblu, That we approve tho propositions 
lately offered in the Senate of the Congress of the 
United States, by our Senator, Hon. John J. Crit- 
tenden, as a proper basis for the settlement of the 
eiisting national diiiiculiiw oo> the subject of 
slavery. 

Mr. ANDREWS also offered a joint res- 
olution, in substance, providing that this 
Legislature will not go into general legisla- 
tion, but will confine the action of the Leg- 
islature to the special matters for which the 
session was called. Lies over one day. 

The rules of last session were adopted for 
this session, on the motion of Mr. Grover. 

On motion of MR. ANDREWS, the hour 
of meeting of the Senate was fixed at 10 
o'clock, a. n, and the hour of adjournment 
at 1} o'clock, r. V. 

Mr. PRALL offered a joint resolution, to 
make the Committees on Federal Relations 
of the two Houses a joint committee. Lie* 
over one day. 

[We could not get copies of the follow- 
ing resolutions, but will publish them in full 
when they come up for act>iou in the Senate. 
— Reporter.] 

Mr. SIMPSON offered a series of joint 
resolutions, requesting Congress to call a na- 
tional convention. Ordered to be printed, 
and lie over one day. 

Mr. WALTON offered a joint resolution, 
requesting the Crittenden resolutions to be 
submitted to a vote of the people of our sister 
Slates. Lies over, and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. COSBY offered resolutions providing 
for a convention of southern States. Order- 
ed to be printed, and lie over one day. 

Mr. RHEA offered a resolution, requesting 
the Speaker to appoint all standing commit- 
tees laid down in the rules, for the present 
rxrra session. Adopted. 

And then the Senate adjourned.

Retolved, That the newspaper reporters of this 
Commonwealth be allowed scats on this floor dur- 
ing the sessions of this body. 

On motion of Mr. TENTS, the rules of the 
last House were ndopted as the rules of this, 
and loll copies ordered to be primed. 

Mr. ARMSTRONG offered a resolution, 
permitting the reporters ot newspapers out 
ol this Slate to occupy seats upon the floor 
ot the House, which was adopted. 

Mr. DONA Ji asked leave to bring in a bill 
to establish the town of Haidyville, iu Hurt 
county: postponed until Saturday. 

Mr. II ITT, from the committee appointed 
to wait upon the Governor, reported that 
they hnd performed that duly, and were re- 
quested by him to say that he would, in a 
short time, send to each House a message in 
writing. 

A message was receiveJ from the Govern- 
or, by Mr. Monroe, Secretary of .State.

On motion of Mr. HITT, 100 copies of 
ihe message nud accompnnjing documents 
were ordered to be printed for each member 
of the House. 

Mr. WOLFE offered the following resolu- 
tions, which were referred to a select com- 
mittee, viz: 

VYhebkas, The .Stales of South Carolina, Ala- 
bama, aud Mississippi have declared, by ordi- 
nances passed by them in Convention, that they 
have withdrawn the powers granted by them lo 
the Ucneral Oovcinuienl, and that they are no 
longer members of the United States, and said 
States are constructing for themselves govern 
nienls independent of the Ueuerat Government 
and whereas, the people of Kentucky are unwil- 
ling to aid in dosuoyiog that National (Joveiu- 
r>,eul which their futhors bequeathed to iheui, 
without mas ing >t> earnest aud pei.evering et- 
forl to save it from destruction, believing that the 
government, if administered in the spirit in 
which it was loundtd, will confer more happiness 
upou the peoplv of the country than any other 
government which has beeu, or is likely to bo, 
devised — be il therefore 

Resolved, That a committee of nine be appoint- 
ed, whose duly it shall be to report whelher II is 
expedient to invite the call ot a Convention of 
the border slave and free States, and such other 
States as may be willing to unite with them, to 
couaidi r the bcsl mode of settlement of the ques- 
tions which now agitate and threaten to destroy 
the Union of these Steles. 

Aud Whereas, certain amendments to the Con- 
stitution of tho United States, lately proposed by 
lbs Hon. John J. CiiinssnE.v, In the Senate 
of the United SI us, containing such provisions 
as will secure the rights of the slavcholding 
States, il it 

Rttohtd, That said committee report whelher 
it is expedient lo propoae to the Convention of 
the border slave aud tree States, for their adop- 
tion, and for the adoption of three-fourths of the 
States of the Union, those amendments, as the 
terms on which an adjustment of the difficulties 
now agitatiog the country may bo effected. 

Rttolted, Tb»t said committee report whether 
the Commissioners from Kontucky iu said Con- 
vention should be appointed by this Legislature 
or by election of the people. 

JUiotced, That said ooumiltee report whether 
it is expedient to request the present Congress of 
Ihe United States to call a National Convention, 
for the purpose of adopting inch amendments to 
the Constitution as the Convention of the border 
slave and free States may propose. 

Keiolctd, That the committee report whether 
it is expedient for this Legislature to approve 
these amendments to the federal Constitution, 
and submit tbem to the Legislatures and Govern- 
ors of the several Stales, with a request that they 
be submitted to ihe popular votes of those States 
for adoption. 

On motion, the resolutions were ordered 
to be printed. 

And then the House adjourned.

This being the day fixed upon by the proc- 
lamation of the Governor, lor the meeting ol 
the General Assembly, at 12 o'clock the 
House was called to order by CLINT.
